A letter to a friend, touching the nature of faith. 


Dear Friend, 
Truft this will find your foul happy with thoſe 
who have obtained like precious faith with you, 
obtained like precious faith! What is faith ? 
why is it called precious? how is it attained ? and by 
what means can we diſtinguſh this precious faith, 
from the common faith of the world? — Theſe 


queſtions 
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ions all having ſtarted forth without being 
called for, I think I will endeavour to give them 
all a friendly anſwer before I diſmiſs them. And 


as to the firſt, what is faith? I have given an an- 


ſwer to that in my catechiſm. It is to believe a 
report. In whatfoever a perſon believes, they 
may be faid to have faith in. And how is the ſame 
attained? I anwer, it is obtained two ways, firſt, 
by a thing being demonſtrated to our reaſon, as the 
Lord faid to Thomas, Now thou haſt ſeen me 
thou haſt believed.” And ſecondly, by giving 
credit to a report delivered by one in whom we can 
confide. As for inſtance, a perſon holds a bee in his 
hand that ſeems to me to lie intirely dead, having 
been catched in a ſhower of rain; he tells me the 
fame is alive, and that I foon ſhall fee the little 
creature again upon the wing; but I cannot be- 
lieve him, until by holding the ſame in his warm 
hand, or towards the ſun, or fire, I ſee it begin to 
ftir, and then, although I had no power to believe 
before, yet now I cannot diſbelieve. Another 
Perſon tells me that I have an eſtate left me, but I 
cannot believe him, well knowing that all my re- 
lations are as poor as Job on the dunghill: But 
when he brings me a will, deed of gift, or, &c. and 
ſhews me that ſome one out of their own free-will 
has made me their heir, although I had no free- will 
to believe the ſame before, yet now I have no lon- 
ger any power to diſbelieve. 

Hence we learn that the power of believing 
lies not in man. And that no one can believe of 
himſelf, even in natural things, until by ſome means 
the underſtandingis enlightened. Again, anothertells 
me that the Lord has laid my iniquities upon Jeſus 
Chriſt, and that he has borne them in his own body

Even fo, the pre- 
ciouſneſs of faith lies not in the act of believing, but 
in the precious object believed in: And as, the Iſ- 
raelites had not new eyes given them to look at 
the brazen ſerpent, but with their old wounded 
ones looked, and in the very act of looking were 
made whole, not by their act of looking, but by the 
object looked at: ſo we with our old, wounded, 
weak, filthy, hard and ſtubborn hearts believe in

the Lord Jeſus, and thus, <« beholding'as in 4 fla 
the-glory of the Lord, are changed — 
image! 80 my faith. becomes a precious faith, 
as it leads me to Jeſus in whom I enjoy alt ſpiri- 
tual, and ſpecial bleſſings. But many fouls, not 
knowing what faith is, are dreaming of its com-
